( b ) Where such additional temporary bailiffs actually 
do the work of serving or executing a particular process 
for which the payment is recovered from the parties , tho 
amount of remuneration and allowances recovered from 
the parties shall be paid to such additional temporary 
bailifts . 

( c ) Where no such additional temporary bailiffs are 
employed , the amount of remuneration and allowances 
Tccovered from the partics shall be credited to Govern 
ment.
